AT THE MERCY ¢ OF THE TURE. 


The Christian Population of Crete Made te 
Feel the Heel of the Moslem. 
Special Cablegram te the Post- 
Lonpo#w, Nov. 2. 

RETE coptigues to 
attract moreattention 
than any piece of ter- 
ritory of the same 
area In Europe. 
the old story of Turk- 
ish methods, The 
Turks have never 
known any other way 
of settling difficulties 


between Mahometans 


and Christians than 

that of sending «a 
Turkish officer with a body of soldiers to put 
down the revolt“ with the utmost severity. 
This does not mean what it would in Western 
Europe, court-martials and military execu- 
tions. There are executions, no duubt, but 
there seems to be no previous judicial 
inquiry even of a summary nature. The 
Turkish plan is to send troops 
of an inferior kind, in some instances irregu- 
lars in Crete at present on reserve, which 
form the worst class of Turkish troops. The 
troops fraternize with their co-religionists, 
and then both together undertake the con- 
genial task of trampling on the infidel. 

TURKIGH ATROCITIES. 

Resistance is impracticable, for the wily 
Chakir Pasha, the new Governor of Crete, by 
his fair promises induced the inhabitants to 
surrender all their prineipal posts of defense. 
Acoordingly the brutality and savagery of the 
soldiers have free play. The Mahometan in- 
habitants’ haying the soldiers on their side 
brutally beat their Christian neighbors 
at every opportunity. When the 
Christians complain to the © Turkish 
judges they are reminded that an 
unbelieving dog has no rights and 
is not capable of being a witness. The 
prisons are crowded to overflowing and the 
people are reduced to desperation. The few 
insurgents, who still retain arms, notwith- 
standing Chakir “s deceptive promises, are 
daily receiving fresh recruits owing to the 
eontinuation of outrages by Turkish troops 
and fresh fighting may soon be expected. 
Such a condition of affairs is not abnormal in 
Turkey. The abnormal thing is that the 
Powers, amongthem Great Britain, having 
more than once in the past refused to allow 
Crete to be separated from the Ottoman Em- 
pire, are commonly supposed to have advised 
thé Sultan to ‘‘restore order’’ in Crete to 
avoid international difficulties. 

OPPOSED BY BISMARCK. 

It was reported to-day that the Emperor 
William had contemplated as a kind of bridal 
gift to his sister, Princess Sophie, on the occa- 
sion of her recent marriage to the Crown 
Prince of Greece, to insiston the immediate 
cession of Creteto the Kingdom of Greece, 
and the withdrawal of the Turkish troops, but 
Prinee Bismarck feared that such astep would 
interrupt Germany’s good understanding with 
Turkey. That this is the Prince’s view is con- 
firmed by the National Zeitung’s declaration 
that Turkey occupies a solid position in the 
European concert. 
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LLOTD'Ss OPPORTUNITY. 


A Chance to Stir Up Trouble fer Great Brit 
ain—Events in Encland, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Nov. 2.—Mr. 
Clifford Lloyd, who 
for ten years has orig- 
inated many difficul- 
ties for the British 
government, who met 
with trouble if he did 
not cause trouble in 
Ireland andin Egypt, 
has deen sent as on- 
sul to Ergeroum and 
Dearbakir, where he 
will not be without 
further opportunities. 
There is plenty of 
trouble which maybe stirred up in his new 
Sphere ot authority. The Salisbury conven- 
tion of 1878 Is still in existence, There is the 
unfulfilled stipulation of the Berlin 
treaty with regard to Armenia. There are de- 
bated questions about the road from the 
Black Sea into Persia which traverses almost 
the whole length of Mr. Lioyd’s new juris- 
diction. The district swarms with Armenians, 
Turks and a large sprinkling of Russians and 
Persians, and many are the predictions this 
evening that Mr. Lloyd will before long do 
something which will make it necessary for 
the Goverument to transfer him to some 
region where there fs less risk of political 
complications. 
SPLICING THE CABLE. 

The steamer Britannia of the Eastern Tele- 
graph Oo. Cable fleet, which sailed from Lon- 
don on October 24 to repair the broken United 
States direct cable, reported off Cape Race on 
October $l. She succeeded in recovering the 
American end of the cable on Friday morning, 
November 1; and buoyed it. This morning 
she found thé Irish end and affected a splice 
at2o’clock this afternoon, restoring perfect 
communication between America and Ireland. 
The break occurred in the deepsea between 
the Newfoundland and Nova Scotia cosas. 
In pro mptness of recovering the broken ends 
and restoring communication thelr fegt 
eclipses all previous achievements of the kind 
even at the most favorable seasons of the 


year. 
THE CAPTAIN RESPONSIBLE.

acknowledged. It is not likely that Mr. 
Gladstone will acknowledge the authorship 
ofthe artiale befere Lord Salisbury speaks, 
because in writing it he desired to lay before 
the public his views divested as far as possible 
of all party responsibility. 


YOUNG CHAMBERLAIN’S DEFEAT. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who by this time 
ought to have become Se accustomed to polit- 
ical rebuffs as to tract a certain amount of 
amusement from them, has experienced a set 
back in the defeat of his son in the municipal 
election at Birmingham, which he has taken 
very muchto heart.

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IN HONOR OF COLUMBUS. 


What Spain Preposes to De te Perpetuate 
the Disceverer’s Memory. ˖ 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 


ADRID, Nov. 2.— 

While St. Louis, New 

York and Chicago 

are making strenu- 

ous efforts to secure 

the holding of the 

International Expo- 

sition in their re- 

spective cities in 

honor of the fourth 

centenypary of the 

discovery of the 

New World, the 

preparations in 

Spain fot celebrating 

the event bave al- 

ready assumed such 

proportions as to in- 

dicate that the 

Uulted States wiil 

have to begin at 

once if it is hoped to attract any large num- 

and exhibitors 

to America. The movement in Spain 

is being econducted with the sanction 

if not at the instance of the Government. The 

Cabinet secretly appointed a commission to 

take charge of the preparations, and now a 

large sum of money will be asked from the 

Spanish Cortes to aid in defraying the ex- 
penses of the occasion. 


TO BE MADE INTERNATIONAL. 
It is the intention of the Spanish Govern- 
ment to give an international character to the 
eentennial celebration. England, France, 
Portugal and Italy have been asked to take 
partinit. Among other propositions is one 
to hold an International Exposition at Madrid 
to be opened on the 8d of August, 1892, that 
day of the month being the one on which 
Columbus set outon his first voyage, and it is 
proposed to close it on the following 1th of 
October, the latter day being the one on 
which Columbus first touched land at the 
Island of San Salvador. The preparations 
are, however, giving rise to some discussion 
as to whether Spain can claim any special 
share in the merits of Columbus’ discovery. 
The fact is recalled that the Spanish Court 
long treated Columbus with contempt as a 
ragged adventurer, bent upon making his 
fortune out of the credulity of others. When, 
finally the kindness of Queen Isabella gained 
him an opportunity to prove his genius, he 
conferred lasting glory upon Spain in return 
tor which he was superseded in the midst of 
discoveries, put in chains and disgraced. The 
use of three snips, not much bigger than 
ordinary river crafts, ig all that Columbus 
owed to the Spanien sovereign. 


ABBOTT MARCHENA4. 

The only person in Spain aside from the 
Queen who really aided Columbus in his time 
of need was the Abbott Marchena of tne 
Rabida monastery, where the future discoy- 
erer stopped for shelter when, poor and 
wretched, he first entered Spain after a long 
period of ill success in Portugal. The Abbott 
became so interested in his guest’s visions 
that he introduced him at court. A feature of 
the proposed celebration ie the restoration of 
the monastery of Rabida, and in connection 
with the restoration the worthy Abbott Mar- 
chena ig not to be forgotten, asa large statue 
of bim ts to be placed jn a conspicuous posi- 
tion over the front door ot the monastery. 
One reason why the Spanigrds are so soon in 
the field ia a fear lest they should be fore- 
stalled, tor instance by Italy, ot which country 
Columbus was a native.

DEAD DESPERADOES. 


Judge Lewis’ Attack on Willis Howard’s 
Gang—A Salutary Lesson. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DItsPaTcn. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. %-—The details 
of Wednesday’s attack by Judge Lewis of 
Harlan upon Wilson Howard and his band of 


desperadoes reached here to-day. Howard 
was surprised while he and his men were on a 
march and the leaden rain from sixty Win- 
chesters poured — on them in one volley. 
They — 1 shelter behind trees 
and rocks but six of their number 
were left writhing in the throes of 
death and eleven others were wounded. 
A week ago Lewis found the Howards“ rendez- 
yous in the Virginia mountains, where the 
agesperadoes have iurked since they were 
driven from the vicinity of the Oourt-house, 
but bis party was not strong ougb for an 
attack. He returned to Harlan, gathered 
sixty men and equipped thou for a week’s 
service. He led his command to Briarfield 
gap in the Cum beriana Mountains, 
twenty-three miles from Harian Court- house, 
two days’ marching from this place. They 
descended Cumberiand Mountain into Lee 
Courty, Va., and marched up the valley to 
Sulphur Springs, which is just over the 
mountain from the bead of Martin’s Fork, 
and atthe seat of the largest moonshine dis- 
tillery in the mountains. Here Howard and 
bis men, when off duty, bold high carnival 
with old Longford, tke king of moonshbiners. 
From this locality Howard received his sup- 
plies and recruits when necessary’ The appear- 
ance of the Law and Order party in these parts 
caused consternation throughout the entire 
The Howard sympathizers were awed 
at the determined bearing of the invaders.

recommends that State encampments be of 
longer duration—from ten days to two weeks. 

Too much attention, he says, is paid to 
purely automatic precision in the execution of 
the manualof arms and other more impor- 
tant exercises are neglected. All men called 
out, he says, should be transported, subsisted 
and ten at the expense of the ptate and the 
Government, with a per diem allowance to the 
officers and enlisted men and the men 
should not be forced to leave their homes at 
thelr own expense whether for instruction or 
for actual service. He says that the presence 
of regular troops at the encempments of the 
national guard of States thie year appears to 
have been a positive benefit. 6 recom- 
mends that Congress be asked to authorize 
(on the application of the Governor of a State 
hav ing an armed militia force of not leas than 
5,000 men) the muster into the service of the 
United States for a period ot forty days of a 
battalion of ten selected companies of thirty 
men each, made up from regiments of the 
National Guard of that State, forthe purpose 
of serving with the United States troops in one 
ofthe summer camps ofinstraction west of the 
Mississippi River; the enlisted men of this se- 
lected force, after such muster and whileaon 
duty, to be entitled to double the y and al- 
lowances authorized Ir present laws to vol- 
unteer forces called into the service of the 
Government. The Adjutant-General calis at- 
tention to the fact that forty-eight officers of 
the army who have been found incapacitated 
for active service and recommended for re- 

tirement, are now at their homes receiving 
fuil pay while TS the Anal action of the 
Government in their cases. 

The military service of the government, he 
says, will be promoted by an act of Congress 
rem@ving all restrictions upoo retirements. 

He recommends that the compensation of 
army chaplains be graded according to their 
usefulness and zeal. He also recommends 
that the act of Congress of 188 authorizing 
the retirement of enlisted men be amended so 
as to provide forthe retirement of enlisted 
men who have served fifteen or twenty vears 
when, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, 
the exigencies of the service permit. He 
recommends that at any time between the 
first and third years of their en- 
listment, and when the command to 
whieh they belong is not engaged in active 
militar of operations, enlisted men may re- 
ceivé their discharge on their own applica- 
tion, conditioned on the payment of $150. 
They should also have the privilege of apply- 
ing for discharge six months prior to the ex- 
piration of the thigd year of their enlistment, 
which discharge, unconditional, shall be 

ranted, unless the troops are engaged in 

ostilities,

The Opinions of Eminent Counsel Confirm

New Tonk, Nov. 2.—The following rather 
remarkable letter has been issued by Presi- 
dent Day of the New York Base Ball Club, 
which explains itself: 

To the Public: 

Soon after the announcement in the public 
press thatthe Brotherhood of dall players 
contemplated serving its connection 
with the National League, the 
New York Club received a commu nication 
from John J. Rogers, counsel to the League, 
to the effect that the League Club heid an 
option to the services of such players as 
would be reserved for the season next 
ensuing. Desiring confirmation of this 
opinion, the club applied to Mr. J. F. 
O. Blackhurst, who, as is generally known, 
drafted the contract adopted and now in use 
between the League and the Brotherbood and 
and upon which Mr. Rogers based his opinion, 
Mr. Biackhurst rendered the opinion 
here indorsed, fully supporting Mr. 
Rogers’ position. Not wishing to add 
to the agitation already too widespread, and 
believing that the decision of Mr. Bogers 
would not be disputed, it was decided not to 
make the opinion of Mr. Blackburst pablic. 
Quite recently an alleged opinion ad- 
verse to that of Mr. Rogers’ has 
appeared in the public press. Realizing 
that the interests of both the clubs and 
the players would be best conserved by a 
thorough understanding of the situation, and 
wishing to set at rest once and for alltime 
the 

LEGAL QUESTIONS INVOLVED, 
we instructed our counsel to lay the whole 
matter before the eminent law firm of Evarts, 
Choate 4 Beahman, and secure their 
opinion, of which we inclose a copy. The 
additional comments of our Counsel, Mr. 


Duysters, we also inclose. Should the brother- 
hood at its coming convention decides to end 
the existing relations between ite members and 
the League, we are unable to say that the 
League will or will not authorize ite club 
members to enforce the options conferred 

contracts upon the services of reserved 
players. 

It is the earnest wish of every officer of the 
New York. Ball Club that the very pleasant re- 
lations now existing between the club and 
players may continue, and the club will 
heartily join ite players in an effort to heal the 
breach now existing between the League and 
the Brotherbood with a firm conviction that 
such effort will result successfully.

The position of Mr. Thavouat in the Street 
artment is one that has become quite im- 
™ortant in the last few years owing to the ex 
msive street improvements which have been 
made and to the large number of paved 
streets there are in the eny, The position 
pays a salary of $100 a month. The business of 
Mr. Thavonat is to baue permits to piumbers 
and gas companies who desire to make ex- 
cavations under the streets and then to see 
that the work is properly done. Each plumber 
comes into the office and makes an avplica- 
tion, showing where he wants to tear up the 
street. Then a permit is issued with the un- 
derstanding that the street must be put back 
after the work is done and left in as good com 
dition as it was before. 

There is a deposit kept in the City Treasury 

by each plumber, which must be kept up to 
atalitimes. Thisfund or deposit is to 
keep the a safe for the cost of material de- 
liverea to these places for the use of the 
plumbers.

THE STREET DEPARTMENT 

The Street Department is the most import- 
ant branch of the city government, and thous- 
ands of dollars are expended each year to pay 
the laborrrs alone. There are at a rough esti- 
mate from three hundred to five hundred men 
working in various minor capacities accords 
ing to the season. Nearly ali the day laborer- 
are under the charge of District Superintena- 
ente and are hired and discharged by them.

Mr. Waggener at once made 
the nevgessary efiidavite fora new trial, in 
which he set forth briefly that the verdict had 
been obtained by perjury under a contract. 
This was filed and Hartigan 7 apd 
denied it under oath. Then Mr. Waggener 
flashed the contract in the bandwriting of 
Hartigan and the jig was up. The Court set 
the verdict aside, lectured the lawyer and 
ordered the County Attorney to commence 
criminal proceedings against the perjurers.

By his side lay Edwin Brown, 
the son of the woman who was shot in her 
fafm-house at Fudgy’s Creek. Two bullets 
had gone through his body, one piercing the 
heart. Six other men were wounded, one of 
them, whose name is unknown, being fatally 
hurt. After data the Hatflields found two 
‘more dead men and four desperately wounded 
men were captured. 

The prisoners captured are Chas. Lambkin, 
John Cain, ——Cain and Pete McOoy. The 
names of the dead are unknown. 

As oon asthe story of the attack and capture 
was told, a sort of court-martial was held. 
The prisoners were not allowed to speak in 


their own defense, and after a short delibera- 
t a vote on the/r life or death was taken by 
the entire Hatfield party. The result was 
wbenimous and the three men will be tied to 
the trees and shot to-day.

MARTIN. BOURK STANDING WITHIN THE 
SHADOW OF THE GALLOWS. 


Complete Identification of the Man Who 
Rented the. Carlsen Cottage—The De- 
tense Do Not Attempt to Refate the Dis- 
astrous Testimony Rolled Up Against 
Their Client—A Stirring Appeal to the 
Irish People and Press.

HICAGO, II., 
Nov. 2.— Martin 
Bourk stands with- 
in the shadow of the 
gallows, and if a W- 
ness is ferthcoming to 
swear that Dr. Cronin 
% Was seen to enter the 
Carlson cottage on the 
night of May 4, or even 
seen driving in that 
direction with one of 
hie murderers, then 
. the fate of at least one 
defendant is sealed. By the strongest kind 
of elrcumetantial evidence the crime of 
murder has been fastened upon Bourk 
and to-night he stands several feet 
nearer the noose than de did twenty- 
four hours ago. He has been positively 
identified in court by old Jonas Carlson and 
his wite, by their son, Charley, and his wife. 
as the Frank Williame’’ who rented the 
murder cottage and occupied it onthe night 
of May 4. He was seen by old Carison to en- 
ter the cojtage less than two hours before the 
doctor was murdered. An additional identi- 
fication was furnished by the en 
pressman, Hakan Martinsen,gwho swore 
that Bourk hired him to remove 
the furnitare from the Clark street 
flat to the Carlson cottage. This ciroum- 
stance proves that Bourk’s connection with 
the conspiracy extended beyond the renting 
of the cottage and assisting in the butchery. 
The lawyers for the defense knew from the 
result of the extradition proceedings at Win- 
nipeg that the identifications of Bourk would 
be so thorough and positive that any effort on 
their part to dispute the prvot would be use- 
less. Hence they admitted the identifications 
In every case, and in the cross-examination 
made no reference to the most important 
part of the evidence. Young Charles Carlson 
saw Bourk twice, the first time being when 
the defendant called as Frank Williams and 
took the cottage, and the second time when 
Bourk come to the cottage with the furniture 
in Martensen’s wagon. His opportunities for 
getting a good view of Bourk were excellent. 
Tne distinguishing features in Bourk by which 
every witness has remembered him and 
picked him out from among a crowd, are bis 
prominent teeth, protruding lips and a pe 
cullar motion of his head when he glances on 
one side. 

Do you see Frank Williams in the court- 
room now?’’ asked Lawyer Hynes of Charles 
Carison.

The author of an pio of love and 
wrath than which no other book, with the 
exception of tbe Bible, bas ciroulated more 
widely; the writer of thirty other volumes 
which have but comented more closely the bul- 
warks of her fame; a loving, simple-minded, 
natural woman; the place filled by Mrs. Stowe 
among the grand characters of this century is 
unique. It was about two weeks ago that, 
upon my bicycle, I glided along over the 
crackling leaves through Hartford streets to 
call upon Mrs. Stowe, with whom I have had 
an intimate acquaintance for years. It was a 
lovely day, and as I turned into Farest street, 
near the corner of Nowe s 
modest residence, aud iu a moment 
more dismounted by her gateway, the 
front door opened and there, standing 
upon the threshold, was Mrs. Stowe herself. 
I shall never forget the picture. A slight fig- 
mre draped in black sbarply outlined against 


the shadow of the haliway beyond, the snew- 
white hair brasbed straight back from «a 
broad, low forehead; features Beeocberian in 
their strong, fine outlines, creased into in- 
mnumerable minute wrinkles; bluish-gray 
eves dimmed by age—thus does the author of 
„Uncle Tom's Cabin’’ look in her 78th year. 

It isnot my intention In the limited space at 
my command to speak further of my visit. I 
may say, however, that I enjoyed it much 
more than former ones, because I had spent 
the evening before in reading. the advance 
proofs of Mrs. Stowe’s autobiography, which 
is soon to be issued.

Mrs. Stowe Writes of the Beecher Trial. 


The following are extracts trom Mrs. 
Stowe’s reply to George Eliot in regard to

It was very sweet and kind of you to write 
what you did last. I suppose it is so long ago 
that you may have forgotton, but it was a word 
of teaderness and sympathy about my broth- 
er’s trial; it was womaniy, tender, and sweet, 
such as at heart you are. After all, my love 
of you is greater than my admiration, for 
I think it more and detter to 
goally 1 * worth loving than to read 
Greek and German and written books. And 
in this last book Iread I more feelwith you 
in some little, fine points, that stare at you 
as making an amusing exhibition. For, my 
dear, I feel mysel: at last as one who has been 
playing and picnicking on the shores of life 
and waked from a dream late in the afternoon 
to find that everybody almost has gone over 
to the beyond, And the rest are sorting their 
things and packiag their trunks and waiting 
for the boat to come and take them. . 

It seems now but a little time since my 
brotner Henry and I were two young people 
together. He was my two years junior, and 
nearest companion out of seven brothers and 
three sisters. I taught dim drawing and 
heard bis Latin lessons, for you know a girl 
becomes mature and womanly long before a 
boy. Isawhim through college, and helped 
him through the difficult iove affair that gave 
him his wife; and then he and my husband 
had a real German, enthusiastic love for each

His calmness, serenity ard cheerfulness 
through all this time has uplifted us all.

Possibly the committee did 
mot Know that euch a disgraceful state of 
affairs exists; ifso they are excusable. Most 
likely there are fewState capitols in the Union 
that have afurnished rooms department in 
Sonnection with the business of the State 
Government, where a select number of pets 
are supplied with free lodgings at the expense 
of the taxpayers of the State. On such reason- 
able terms itwould seem that the occupants of 
these rooms could afford to keep them in a 
cleanly condition, buat euch is not 
tne case. They are not only filthy but are 
infested with vermin. During the last 
session of the Legisiatures, one ‘honorable 
member was in the habit of hanging his over- 
Goat during the day in one of these rooms, 
aod na short time was very much mortified 
to find that he was carrying bed-bugs to the 
bouse of the lady with whom he boarded. The 
des of having sleeping rooms alive with ver- 
min in a State capitol building is a matter 
that, while it is new. is not something that 
the citizens of the State may take pride 
im. The IIlinole State pigeon roost now seems 


to have been permanently located in the dome 
the State- house, which is so extensively in- 
abited by these uncanny fowl that tbe place 
as become most disgustingly filthy. The re- 
sult is the partial darkening of the skylights, 
and if the- present condition of things is al- 
lowed to continue it will result in opscuring 
the light almost entirely. 

Within the past two or three years the State- 
house has caught fire two or 
three times. This may not have 
been the fault of the free lodging system. 
The effect ot the heat. water and steam at the 
time ofthe fire in the north wing has been 
very bad on the walis and frescoed ceilings, 
es faily in the lower story. The ealoimining 
is inning to soale off, and the condition of 
the inside decorations is the cause of much 
unfavorable comment by visitors from home 
and abroad. The ceilings already begin to look 
Patehy, and the colors are badly faded. One 
commendable action of the Secretary of State, 
was the discharge of ex-Alderman and ex- 
Fusleman Walker from the position of chief 
engineer of the heating apparatus of the 
State-house. He was thoroughly incompe- 
tent and the ruinstlon of decorations and 
chandeliers in the buliding is largely the re- 
Dult ot his mismanagement. The work in this 
Ggepartment is now much more satisfactory. 
33 is more work and less attention given 
to politics. 


APPROPRIATIONS AMPLE. 

There are ampie appropriations each session 
oftne Legisiature to keep the State-house in 
repair, and there are probably twice the num 
ber of employes actually necessary to do the 
work, yet, while the money is always spent, 
very little seems to be done to keep the house 
in a good state of preservation. One can now 
stand in Sam rather es calf lot and 
see a hole in the roof of the south 
wing as large as a man’s hat. One year ago 
last spring several hundred dollars were paid 
to Spaulding & Co. for shade trees, and Arbor 
Day was celebrated with a great doal of cere- 
mooy. Shade and ornamental trees were set 
out in the State-house grounds, under the di- 
rection of Secretary Mills of the State Agricul- 

Board, with the understanding that 
ali trees not living one year from that date 
should be replaced. Very few of the trees 
lived, Dut no action has been taken to have 
the contract made good, and so matters seem 
to run at loose ends. 

Another evidence of siack management: 
The last Legislature appropriated money with 
which to build a stone pavement from 
the east front of the State-house 
to Second street. The appropriation was 
avaliabie Jaly 1, but nota move was made 
until about four weeks ago. The result is that 
the winter season has arrived, the rains have 
setin, and if the work is completed this year 
at the stove will be laid on soft founda- 
tion and probably within a year will have to 
be taken up and relaid. Had the work been

A LANDMARK GONE: 


Attempted Assassination by a Mermon De- 
stroying Angel Recalled, 


Bv Telerrerh to the Post-DisParonr. 
INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Nov. 2.—To-day work- 
men commenced tearing down the old brick 
building on Spring street, in which Ex-Gov. 
Boggs was shot by a Danite or Destroying 
Angel of the Mormon Church on the 27th day 


of May, 1842. 

It was about 8:30 o’clock on the ne of 
that day, when Oran P. Rockwell, who had 
been commissioned by Joseph Smith to com- 
mit the deed, crept stealthily up to the west 
window of the north room of the house where 
the gray-baired Ex-Governor was sitting 
nursing a sick child, and poured a charge of 
buckshot into the back part of his neck and 
head. The weapon used was an old-fash- 
loned. one- barreled pistol which Rockwell 
had stolen from the bakery of Philip Ublin- 
ger. Several of the shot penetrated the skull 
of the victim, and for a time it was thought 
the wound would prove fatal, but did not. 

Boggs was elected Governor in 1836 and was 
chief executive of Missour! duting the Mor- 
mon troubles in 1839. In 1888they were driven 
from Independence. From here they went to 
Liberty, thence to Far West. In 1889 their ex- 
cesses became 60 great that it was found nec- 
essary tosend a body of State militia to pun- 
ish them. War was only averted by the sur- 
render of 600 Mormons and pledges to behave 
themselves. It was for sending the troops to 
Far West and checking their outiawry that 
sentence of death was passed upon Gov. 
Boggs by Joseph smith, and Destroying Angel 
Rock well ordered to Independence to execute 


The attempt on the life of the ex-Governor, 
as may be supposed, created the most intense 
excitement. The would-be assassin wae 
tracked to the Missouri! River, about seven 
mites east oft Kansas City, where all trace of 
him was lost.

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THE TUMBLE IN TRUSTS. 


What It Did for the Steck Market—The 
Week's Transactions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk. Nov. 23.—The trust stocks dave 
furnished in the last few months the basis for 
what might, under other circumstances, have 
beeu a great calamity to the general market. 
Happily this has been averted by the inherent 
strength of the railroad situation, which in 
magnificent earnings and more economical 
management is steadily improving. This has 
won the confidence of the investing public, 


and prevented a general collapse. The dan- 
ger now seems to have passed. No further 
iguidations of any moment can occur, 

either in lead or cotton oil certificates, 

as the prices at which they are selling 
must nearly reflect what they are actually 
worth. Sugar refinerics — 1 see a still fur- 
ther decline, although they have lately ruied 
rather etrong in a narrow market, for the bull 
— after fighting events for weeks, have 

een finally overwhelmed, with the result of a 
big smash in prices. The rout in case of 
American Cotton Olli was complete. Large as 
well as small operators have had to pay tripb- 
ute to the men on the Inside, who had the au- 
vantage of knowing exactly what the trust 
was doing. When the poor, deluded 
atockhoiders met on “Friday tney found 
that the shell presented to view, if not empty 
contained much less meat than they nad 
counted upon. Instead of earning $2,600,000 
for the year, as had been given out, it devel- 
oped that the not for fifteen months was only 
$1,600,000 that unfortunate ventures had been 
made by certain of the managers, and, in 
short, that the financial condition of the trust 
was exactly the reverse of what had been 
looked for. 

W bat caused most disappointment was the 
mythical cash surplus. Instead of the mi- 
ions that were supposed to be rest 
ing in the treasury trustees 
hold the paltry sum of $725,000, and the sey- 
eral properties have an ‘additional half a 
million or so. The rest is in products or has 
been Invested in plant. Thie exposition was 
the biggest kind ofa revelation and pointe a 
moral to holders or intending investors in all 
trusts. They had just had an example of the 
costiiness of faith in assurances of officials in 
any secretiy managed business. There can be 
no access totne books until the latter con- 
sent, and itis therefore a clear case of going 
it blind. Now that prices have been cut 
in half, however, there will be comparative 
safety in trading in them, especially as figures 
have finally been wrung from the cotton oll 
people which enable any one to arrive at 
something like theirreal value.

While onthe subject of trusts Chicago Gas 
is deserving of attention. It dropped 5 points 
last week and was attacked on the stre — 
of the break in cotton oll. Chicago 
labors under the misfortune of baving that 
much dispised name ‘‘trust’’ attached to it, 
although in reality it  difters widely 
from the others. The bears have 
not selected a particularly good

Four and a Half Years of Persistent Work 
Required to Put the Property on a Pay- 
ing Basis—The Immense Amount of De- 
velopment Work Necessary—The Money 
Paid Out and Its Cost.

To accommodate this demand 
President Rumsey has given a don 
densed history of the property. He does not, 
however, enter intoa geological history, as, 
while the development work is enormous, be 
does not think the time is yetripe for that, 
the opening up of the ground having 
been delayed by the lack of redaction facili- 
ties, for, as he says, bulld as we would, our 
wildest dreams have fallen far below our de- 
velopments by pick and drill. Then, too,’’ 
he says, ‘‘only an exhausted, or partially ex- 
hausted, mine is capable of yielding geologic 
knowledge.’’ Without this, however, the 

report isa remarkable one and shows what 

persistence has accomplished. 
THE BEGINNING. 

President Rumsey begins his history as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The property was originally located 
in the autumn of 1872, but was allowed to lapse 
from time to time until Jaly 6, 1875. when the 
claim known as Granite Mountain Lode Claim 
was located by Messrs. James W. Hetill, EI 
D. Holland and Josiah M. Merrell, and re- 
corded July 14, 1875; and the claim known as 
Granite Mountain Extension Lode Claim was 
located November 30, 1878, by David Simmons, 
and recorded February 7, 1879. By deeds dated 
October 18, 1880, Charles D. McLure acquired 
title, and by power of attorney dated 
November 1, 1880, he granted to Dharies Clark 
the right to sell all his interest in the prop- 
erty. Until Mr. McLure acquired the title the 
claims were thought to be ‘good prospects’ 
but inaccessible, and consequentiy but very 
little development work was done prior to 
the autumn of 1890.

An incident pecyliariy apt in the illustration 
of Mrs. Harrison’s home life transpired on 
the Friday before the tna ration of the 
President. It happened that in superintend- 
ing the preparations for the reception of 
gu at the White House, Mrs. Harrison dis- 
covered that the linen pertaining to the estab- 
lishment ot the President was not in a condl- 
tion suitabie to bear the test of the strain to 
be Imposed upon it by the festivity immedi- 
ately following the inauguration. Neither was 
the staff of servants sufficiently large to 
enable Mrs, Harrison to have the necessary 
washing done on the premises and in time to 
meet the unusual demand. It required just 
five minutes for Mrs. Harrison to make up her 
mind and at the end of that time the wife end 
daughter of the President of the United States 
were scurrying around Washington ina hunt 
for several washerwomen. The search con- 
tinued for an hour, but was successful, and by 
the following Monday there was nota piece 
of linen mn the White House that 
was not spotiess and had not been inspected 
by the keen eyes of Mrs. Harrison, to whom 
uncleanliness isan abomination and sloven- 
liness a nightmare. Since the occasion men- 
tioned there has never been atime during the 
reign of the lady from Indiana when the linen 
room of the White House has not been in such 
a condition as would excite the warmest ad- 
miration in the hearts of women. 

There is another department in the domestic 
arrangement of the White House that receives 
the merited commendation of every feminine 
visitor. It is a perfectly appointed china

We were now abreast Bic, a charming place.

The mouth of the bay is narrow and guarded 
by high bluffs, between which lie two islands, 
making a natural breakwater against the 
heavy swelle dashed up by the northeast 
wind.

cold. 

The grass dress is quite popular with the 
more civilized classes of women, and it is not 
unc: mmon at any time to a kind-he 
husband going out shopping for his wite with 
a scythe over his shoulder. As all flesh is 
grass, however, some of the African ladies 
put off their haying sometimes for years. 

As one ass farther into the provinces, Mr.

Many of the 
African gentry wear ments of a o soft 
bark which resembles buckskin in texture and 
color. When it rains, which sometimes it 
does, for six or seven months at a time, the 
owner removes his bark clothes, otherwise

I bad several unpleasant experiences with 
this characteristic of the Texas Mexican, at 
San Antonio, in a trip through Texas and the 
Southwest. Afriend and I started out from 
San Antonio to find the San Juan Mission, or, 
as it was named by the Spanish fathers who 
founded it in 1716, Mission San Juan Capistiano. 
It ig about six miles below the city, and after 
foliowing the Government road for some dis- 
tance we struck through gates and across 
pastures. The road was perplexing, but it was 
mot half as peiplexing as the directions 
which the inhabitants of several Mexican jacals 
and several Mexican vaqueroes gave us. One 
horsemen after much persuasion parted with 
the sententious advice, leave all the roads 
to the right and left. Within five hundred 
yards the road ran into afence with branches 
running tothe right and left at right angles. 
The next doudtful place we strack was where 
agate and a lane offered equal inducements 
toa stranger. A couple of buxom Mexican 
girls responded to a budget of choice Spanisii- 
American witb gestures which plainly pointea 
to the gate as the right direction, and with as- 
suring smiles watched the laborious opening 
ofthe hingeless frame of heavy planks, 
which led to a farm house.

The wission is nearthe San Antonio River, 
which breaks into picturesque 1 and falls 
just above it. A wooden arch bridge spans 
the river and a wool-scouring mill gives em- 
ployment to a village of Mexicans, among 
whom children predominate to a remarkable 
extent. Below the village is one of the most 
interesting relics of early days in the form ofa 
stone aqueduct, which conveys the 
water of an trrigating ditch 
the river. It is as sound 
good asever. The ancient irrigating ditches 
built by the Indians are notable features of 
San Antonioand the surrounding territory. 
Supplied from the head waters of the river or 
of San Pedro Creek they run through the city 
and for miles into the country south, supply- 
ing drinking and irrigating waters. Of course, 
the city is no longer dependent on them as it 
has excellent water-works with an abundant 
supply of water taken from the springs at the 
head of the river. 


FOR A CITY SITUATED 


in a dry country San Antonio has a wonderful 


abundance of water. The San Antonio River 
rises about four miles north of the city in a 
group of magnificent springs gushing with 
crystal clearness from the rocks. The river 
winds in gracefuland sinuous course throuch 
the heart of the city,adding a most picturesque 
feature to its charms. The San Pedro rises in 
another group of beautiful translucent springs 
in the suburbs. Besides, by boring a few 
hundred feet in the earth, an exhbaustiess sup- 
ply of water may be secured. Atone ice factory 
three artesiau wells have been bored to from 
600 to 900 feet in depth and a supply of clear, 
soft water is obtained, amounting to 2,600,000 
galions daily. Wells are now being sunk by 
the Waterworks Co. to relieve the river. in 
some of the wells natural gas ie found in smali 
quantities. This plentiful supply of water 
makes San Antonio a garden of flowers and 
shrubs. It is rich in flora. Plants of the 
tropics and of the temperate zone flourish 
luxuriantiy. Bananas, oleanders, magnolias, 
century ee the Spanish dagger with its 
bunch of bristling buyonets and huge, gorgeous 
blossom, the stately pampas grass mingle 
with all the flowers and plants of the Middle 
States. Roses are in bioom this late in the 
fall and wild verbenas dot the commons and 

stares. The flowers are in bloom and the 
oliage is green nearly to Christmas. There is 


then a short season of mildly cool weather un- 
February, when spring opens and the 
country is a veritable garden. 

The climate is what may be called mo- 
notondusiy beautiful. Days of bright sun- 
shine succeed days of bright sunshine, except 
in the rainy season, which laste for a short 
time only, inthe fall. The aititude of the oity 
keeps the heat from being oppressive. The 
atmospbere is rare and pure, and a gentle 
breeze, the trade wind from tne Gulf, blows 
continuously. While the sun is hot, it is 

t in the shade, and at night it is se 
cool that a blanket is comfortable, even in 
midsummer. It is a paradise for the invalid, 
gto ey the weak-lunged,and for those who 

not like the severe d of more northern 
The invalids and the winter touris 
to San Antonio in repidly in 
creasing numbers, and an unprecedented 
rush is anticipated thie winter. On this ac- 
count the city is always gay and full of life in 
the winter season. ;

The city has now about 60,000 inhabitants. It 
L a supply center for the Gov- 
erhment, which maintains KR spien- 
did twelve-regiment post, forming «a 
handsome park for the citizens in the suburbs. 
It ia the largest horse market in the country, 
and the Texas horse is being bred up into a 
fine animal for general service. Last year 
72,000 horses were handied at San Antonio. It 
is a splendid wool market, the immense sheep 
ranges supplying vast quantities of the com- 
modity. The grazing lend being equally good 
for cattle and the climate perfect, it is a cen- 
ter for cattle trade, and commands anlimited 
quantities of cheap beef. 

The city contains taxable values to the 
amount of $20,000,000, has a debt of only $800, - 
000, and taxes aggregating for State, county 
and city purposes only $1.58 to the $1,000. The 
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most important improvement which the 
municipality bas cOmmenced is that of street 
reconstraction. The sum of $310,000 is now 
availabie for this purpose, and $60,000 has 
been appropriated annually for this purpose, 
the first set of bonds having been sold to this 
amount at a premium of 11% cents. 

The Texans claim to have the best wood for 
street biocks known. This is the mesquite, 
which grows in rank abundance. It isiike 
mahogany, of a reddish brown color, capable 
of high polish, and it is of wonderful tough 
fiber. There is a story of a party traveling 
through the mogntains who losta whee! from 
their wagon. They got a wagon-maker to con- 
struct a wheel of green mesquite and it wore 
out three sete of common wheels. It is cer- 
tainly atough wood. Among other trees which 
flourish in Soutnwest Texas are the pecans, 
furoishing a crop of great value, and the mul- 
— It la a splendid grape country. The 
biack Spanish grape has more juice than the 
California grape and inthis country can be 
marketea six weeks earlier. The soil pro- 
duces oats, rye, millet, bariey, wheat, corn, 
cotton, tobaceo and sorghum in  0»prolifie 
quantity. 

But beneath the soil also there is vast 
It is rich in orea such as silver, mag- 
netic bessemer fron and lignites. In stones 
there are the eae. marbie, lithographic 
soap stone, tea, aud of clays, kaolin an 
fire and building brick. 

Within six miles of San Antonioa series of 
artesian wells has been bored, giving aston- 
ishing results. One 250 feet in depth gives 
mineral medicinal! water similar to the Wooten 
wells. Another 585 fect, with a6-inch pipe, 
gives a flow of natural gas with a pressure of 
20 pounds to the square inch. Another well is 
being sunk déeper and it is believed the main 
body of gas will be truck within 1,000 or 1,500 
feet. But the most remarkable discovery of 
all is that of a subterranean oll factory. his 
well at a depth of 350 feet furnishes four bar- 
rels daily of pure petroleum lubricating oi 
already refined. Ina test of it one olling kept 
a locomotive tender running 2,000 miles. 

The San Antonio people invite capitalists to 
build factories for manufacturing the wool, 
cotton and other raw materials into goods. 
The Southwest Immigration Association has 
its headquarters there. Millions of acres of 
fine land can be obtained from $2 to $10 an 
acre. The great Southwest Gould system, 
whieh runs to Laredo and thence connects 
with the Uity of Mexico by the Mexican Na- 
tional Railroad, Making a short continuous 
route from St. Louis to the Mexican Capital, 
connects at San Antonio with the Hunt- 
ington system and the Aran- 

ass Raliroad running to 
is Sonüddently believed the deep 
water harbor will be located. A syndicate of 
Cincinnati capitalists have 1,000 
acres of land in the outskirts of Sun Antonio, 
which bas been lald out with an artificial lake 
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Tne pianters offer 61.28 a hundred, and even 
more, to pickers. The negroes who have been 
working as domestic servants are in the fields, 
and there are weepingand walling in Texas 
households. Men, women and children are 
hard at work. It is estimated that not less 
than 2,100,000 bales of cotton will be marketed 
from Texas and much will de lost. At about 
$50 a bale the worth of the crop can easily 
be estimated. The corn and cereal 9 
are also fine this year aud the 
ood condition of the cattle with better prices 
8 putting the cattlemen on their feet again. 
A great change has taken piace in Texas cat- 
tle. The old long-borns are becoming exceed - 
ingly scarte, and the Durham breed shows its 
beef qualities plainiy in thé herds. Judicious 
breeding up has vastly improved the stock. 
The cattiomen are no longer entirely de- 
pendent on the grass for stock feed. The 
wiser of them raise corn, not for the market 
but for their stock. Then a method of treat- 
ing the pear-shaped cactus which grows wild 
in great profusion, particulary in Southwest 
Texas, has been devised. Hage bunches of 
this cactus are found in every pasture. The 
‘*pear’’ is covered with thorns, which inflame 
the tonguesand mouths of the cattle when 
they are compelled by dearth of grass to eat 
them, but machines are used to chop the 
**pears’’ and the stiffthorns fly off in every 
direction during the operation, and there re- 
mains arich, succulent pulp full of fattening 
nutrition.

ABUSED HUSBANDS. 


An Organization for Their Mutual Protec- 
tion and Relief—The Mystic Circle.

The most extraordinary society ever organ- 
ized in this country has just found stamping 
ground in this city. Its title is The Order of 
the Mystic Circle.’’ Its objects are the pro- 
tection and the relief of unfortunate hus- 
bands. Only those men are eligibie to mem- 
bership who have had difficulties with their 


wives. The difficulties, to pass muster, must 
be of a serious character. A member once ad- 
mitted ceases to be in good standing when his 
maritial difficulties cease. The patching up of 
a bousehold truce is a cause for suspension 
and investigation. 

The meeting place of the new order is 807 
Sausom street. A safe and inviolate retreat 
has been secured in the topmost floorof that 
building.. Stalwart guards have been pro- 
vided to protect the approaches. Unknown 
faces are proscribed, A failure to accomplish 
the most intricate grip evolved by secret so- 
cieties deters even a member in good standing 
from admission. Possibilities of surprise and 
exposure have been almost as remote as with 
a Masonic lodge. 

It was only afew niehts ago that the initial 
mecting at 807 Sansom street was held anda 
temporary organization effected. The fame 
of the new order bad spread. The half dosen 
originators of the design had communicated 
their inspiration to those of their friends whom 
they knew to be in the throes of hymenial 
trouble. In an incredibly brief time dam- 
aged husbands knew that there was balm in 
Gliead.

Public opinion has its weight 
in China as in America, and the Emperor 
came to terms. Now a barber’s son may be- 
come Viceroy of China, and it is not an impos- 
sibility that a barber himself should aspire to 
be Minister to the United States.

A little more than 300 years ago the Chinese 
prided themselves on®their long, black hair, 
which covered the whole of their heads.

When they were conquered by the Manchus, 
who rushed in upon them from the North, 
their conquerors made them shave their 
heads as asign of submission. Shaved heads 
became the fashion, and now even the 
Manchus themselves wear bald scalps. The 
Chinaman has become 
PRUUD OF HIS PIG-TAIL. 

He braids false hair into it to make it long- 
er, and pieces it out with black silk thread. 
He olls it until it shines like poiished jet, and 
he lets this greasy, black snake hang down 
upon and soil the most delicate of yel- 
low and sky-biue silk gowns. He bas his hair 
restorer just as has the American dude, and it 
may be of advantage to some ot 
our bald- headed men to know 
that a fat rat diet is supposed, in 
China,to be conductive to hair-growing. I 
asked my Chinese servant while traveling 
through to Peking as to the prices of shaving. 
He told me that in the interior you could get 
a shave for a cent, and that the prices rose ac- 
cording to the wealth of the customer. Man- 
darins, said he, often have barbers con- 
nected with thelr yamens, and the swell 
Chinaman is shaved in his own residence. 
Ninety-nine hundredths bt the shaving is, 
however, done on the street, and the barber’s 
whole outfit costs less than$3. His razor, 
which is in the shape ofa triangle, can be 
bought for from 5 to 10 cents. The strop, 
made of cotton or leather, costs about a 
nickel, and his brass basin is less thana dol- 
lar. He bas two little stools painted red, 
without backs, upon which his  cus- 
tomers sit bolt upright, while they 
are being shaved. These stools 
have drawers below them in which his shav- 
ing utensils are carried, and he goes with 
them hanging tothe ends of a pole, balanced 
over his shoulders, from place to place, an- 
nouncing his presence by an immense — 
fork, about 10 inches long, which he * s

THE SHORT-HAIRED GIRL. 

Allof the women of this country wear their 
hair from one totwoinches long, and their 
locks stand up Ike black or gray bristles out 
from their cream-colored faces. A Siamese 
buttercup of 16, with her plump. yellow 
cheeks, her bright, black eyes, and her lithe, 
symmetrically formed frame, loosely clad in 
the Siamese sarong. is a beauty, notwith- 
standing that her black hair is short, and that 
her teeth are reddened with betel nut chew- 
ing. She ie as straight as an arrow and as 
graceful as a gazelie, and her halr makes you 
think of the — page-boy of the stage. 
Take the same girl thirty years later. er 
plump cheeks are sunken, her cheek-bones 
stand out, and her jet black eyes, dull 
look out of hollow sockets. 
The skin of her forehead is stretched with 
wrinkles like the corrugations of a waeh- 
board, and over this stands out this sbort 
white or gray hair. Her mouth has been dis- 
colored and spoiled with betel-nut chewing, 
and her collar-bone isthe frame upon which 
the parchment-like skin of her person seems 
to — The old women of Siam are the 
homeliest old women in the world, and if one 
married a Siamese girl he would need to keep 
a barrel of the Brown-Sequard elixir on hand. 
This ageing is most rapid in the lower classes, 
where the work is hard and the customs of 
the people tend to make old age come quickly. 

The children of Siam have their heads shaved 
with the exception of a lock om the crown. 
This is not allowed to be touched until they 
reach manhood, and the ceremony of cutting 
it off is one of the greatest events of the child’s 
lite, The hair cutting of a vrince belon 
to the royal family costs thousands of dollars.

FEMALE IN POLITICS, 


The Average Woman Represented in the 
Mother—A Failure in Governing Her 
Children, Would She Be a Success in 
Governing State Affairs?—Female Pro- 
hibitionistse Taken Severely to Task.

: HAT is a politician? Ac- 
cording to the definition 
of dictionaries, a politi- 
clan is ‘‘one who is 


versed in the science 


and the art of govern - 


ing. Governiug what? 
The people, let us pre- 
sume, as represented in 
the town, the county, 


the State, and lastly,the' 


nation. Politics is then 
both a scienceand an 
art. It means the 
noblest of all occupa- 
tions, involving as it 
does the welfare of hu- 
manity. 
That the word 
ticlan’’ signi to the 
average American a degraded being’ engaged 
in fighting for spoils to benefit himeelf and his 
party,only shows how little a republican form 
of government bas gccomplished for tne ad- 
vancement of public morals. 

„„All men are alike and most women, ex- 
claims a witty friend. If most women are 
alike, what sort of politicians do they make? 

What is the average woman? She is the re- 
sult of centuries of repression, of false educa- 
tion or of no education, of slavery, of flattery. 
Michelet calls her a bundle of nerves and in- 
validism, labels her an ‘‘exquisite infant,’’ 
while the female peasant of France is a beast 
of burden, and, in the Pyrenees, carries a 
heavy trunk upon her head as steadily as the 
brawniest man. 

Woman isa mere creature of sentiment, 
utterly without reason,“ yet the shrewdest 
merchants of France are women. Evidently 
there is a wide difference between what 
a woman is supposed to be und what she is 
made by circumstances. 

As to what nature intended woman to be, 
no reasonable being dare assert, until fash- 
lou ceases to deform her body and superficial 
training no longer distorts her mind. 

THAT WOMEN 
have attained so much under such dlighting 
influences proves the capacity of their sex, 
but because of wonderful possibilities let not 
too much be claimed for the women ot this 


century. Because of Zenobia and Aspasia and 
Jeanne d’Arc and Queen Elizabeth, let not 
the exceptions be made the rule. 

W hat concerns this country is the American 
woman of to-day. What manner of being is 
she, and what influence is she likely to exert 
in politics? 

The average woman is represented in the 
average mother, whose first duty is to govern 
her children. No European observer ever 
visited this republic who did not marvel atthe 
lack of discipline in the American youth, and 
the absence of respect shown to parents. No 
intelligent American will deny these glaring 
facts. The doubter need only visit a fashion- 
able summer resportto bave his mind set at 
rest on this score. 

It must be admitted, then, that the average

woman does not govern her children who are 


the units ofthe republic. Is she likely, there- 
fore,to be versed in the art and science ofgov- 
erning — Let the average woman is 
deeply imbued with sentiment, and through 
sentiment will, u roused to effort, exert a 
great, if not a beneficial 

POLITICAL INFLUENCE. 

Therefore, though women are not versed in 
the svience and art of governing, they are a 
— and unknown quantity in shaping the 

estiny of this Republic. When passion takes 
the place of reasom®, no prophet can predict 
the result. Itis, then, from this same aver- 
age woman, whose intellect is untrained, 
whose judgment is faulty, but whose senti- 
ment is always to the fore, that mostis to be 
feared in politics. 

As an abstract right women are as much en- 
titled to vote as men. Wendell Phillips told 
the whole truth in stating that ‘‘men and 
women are eternally equal and eternally 
different.’’ Because of this eternal differ- 
ence which makes each sex so attractive to 
the other man does not represent woman at 
the polls, and to call suffrage ‘‘universal,’’ 
which excludes half humanity, is a sarcasm 
Did I believe that all men should vote I should 
to-day belong to the Woman’s Suffrage Asso- 
clation, but as, from my point of view, suf- 
frage should be a privilege, and as universal 
manhood suffrage isa ghastiy mistake that is 
plunging this country into grievous errors, in 
the present reign of universal ignorance I 
have no desire to see every woman voting. 

When advocates of female suffrage present 
themselves first at Republican and then at 
Democratic Presidential Conventions, offering 
to support whichever party will give their sex 
the suffrage, the spectacie is not pleasing to 
such as expect women to purify tne Dallot. 
W hat is this bargain but selling out to 

THE HIGHEST BIDDER? 

If woman suffrage be the acme of female de- 
sire, then the Mormon theocracy should be 
the ideal government. Female suffrage be- 
came a law in Utah in 1871. It was a shrewd 
coup d'etat on the part of Brigham Young 
who, on the com pletion of the 
Pacific Rallroad, feare an increased 
Gentile vote, and gave women the 
ballot to strengthen Mormonism.

Resolved, That we acknowledge the institutions of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints as the 
only reliable safeguard of female virtue and inno- 
cence, and the only sure protection against the fear- 
ful sin of prostitution and its attendant evils now 
prevalent abroad. 

Resolved. Thatin case the billin question should 
pass both houses of Congress and become a law, by 
which we shall be disfranchised as a Territory, we, 
the ladies of salt Lake City, shall exert all our power 
and influence to aid in the support of our own State 
government. 

These treasonable resolutions were cheered 
by nearly six thousand women, and were 
unanimously adopted. In addition, a petition 
signed by alarge number of women was sent 
to Washington protesting against Congres- 
sional interference. Against what? A the- 
ocracy that had abolished the right of aower, 
that proclaimed polygamy to be divine, that 
had no laws against bigamy, adultery, forni- 
cation, or incest!

Victoria’s Monument to the Stuarts.

The monument ordered by the Queen for 
erection over the graves of those members o 
the House of Stuart buried in Paisley Abbey 
has just been finished by Mr. Hutchinson, and 


will be placed there as soon as the granite 
basement is ready. The memorial is in the 
form of an oblong Gothic sarcophagus, on the 
edge of which is sculptured an ornamental 
cross, While on the sides are a shield and 
royal crown, the motto of the kingdom of 
Scotiand, and the sword ofstate. On the sides 
of the top ofthe stone is engraved, To the 
memory of the members of the Royal Honse of 
Stuart who are buried in Paisley Abbey. this 
stone is placed here by their fdescendant, 
— Victoria, on the occasion of her visit to 
aisley, 1888.“ The monument is carved out 
of a block of fine Carrara marble. The Queen 
visited Paisiey at Blythswood last year.

A report was made by Thomas O. Barr, to 

whom had been assigned the task of setting 

forth the conditions necessary to the success 

of electric railways, and this report was ap- 
proved by the convention. 

CABLE AND ELECTRIC TRANSIT. 

Mr. Barr stated that the success of electric 
railways was now assured, the experimental 
stage having been passed. A year ago at the 
Washington meeting, very little progress had 
been made, but at the present day the electric 
roads in successful operation were numbered 
by the hundreds. Three methods of opera- 
tion had been employed toa greater or less 
extent, the overhead wire, the stor- 
age battery and the conduit. The 
latter had as yet shown few satisfactory re- 
sults, for small towns the everhead wire was 
unquestionably the best, and under present 
conditions was regarded with great favor in 
cities of the first class, while the storage bat- 
tery was declared to be rapidly pushing its 
way to the front, and would be acknowledged 
to be the most perfect system as soon as bat 
torles were invented capable of withstanding

the overhead was the cheapest if first cost, 
expense of operation and wear and tear be 
taken into consideration. A comparison be- 
tween the cost of construction of a ten- mile 
road with cable, overhead wire and storage 
system, each equipped with fifteen cars, was 
made. In the cable line the cost would be 
$700,000, the power plant would involve an 
expenditure of $125,000, while the cars 
would amount to $15,000. a total 
of $840 , 000. With overhead wires the 
cost of the roadbed would be $70,000, of wiring 
$30,000, of cars $60,000, and of the power plant 
830, 000, a total of $190,000. For a storage bat- 
tery equipment the roadbed would cost the 
same as in the overhead system, the cars 
coula be obtained for $75,000, and the power 
plant would involve an ontiay of $30,000, a 
total ot $175,000. Owing to the destructible 
nature of the batteries, the wear and tear of 
cars equipped on this system would greatly 
ee that of those operated by the overhead 
wire. 
CHANGING THE POWER. 

A recommendation was made that ina alter- 
ing a street railway line from horse to electric 
power, the roadbed should be rebuilt, in 
order to secure the most economical service 
and to reduce to a minimum the wear and 
tear. The ties should be 2 feet 6 inches apart; 
and the rallis should weigh between 45 and 60 
pounds. Each car should be examined at the 
end of every trip, as defects trifling at ‘first, 
might easily Decome serious through negiect. 
The cars should be 16 feet long, placed on in- 
dependent trucks, and the ends should 
be inclosed in bow windows made of glass, as 
a protection against the elements. Passengers 
could be admitted through aside entrance. 
The advisability of protecting the ends from 
rain and snow was being daily more clearly 
recognized. With large cars the motors should 
be two in number, of twenty-horse power 
each, and atcare should be taken to avoid 
stinting the motive power, as a great 
proportion of the trouble heretofore 
experienced with electric roads was 
directly traceable to insufficient elec- 
tric power. With overhead wires grades 
of 10 per cent could be easily mounted, but 
with the storage system 6 per cent had so far 
proved to be the practical extreme. Great 
care would have to be exercised in winter to 
keep the track free from ice and snow, and in 
addition to a plow, the use of an electric 
sweeper was recommended. 


The High Tension Wire Question. 


The injury to human life in large cities, says 
the Electrical Review, but especially in New 
York, from electric light wires, isa subject 
which should receive immediate attention on 


the part ofall those who wish for the pros- 
perity of the electric light industry, for the 
reason that in the first place, there are more 
accidents than there should We, and in the 
second place, a large portion of the electric 
light business is rapidly being misrepre- 
sented before the general public, which is be- 
coming prejudiced against it. 

There is no more use in saying that in all 
cases electric light central station companies 
have ng — every precaution to insure 
safety to human life than there is to try and 
disprove that many companies have and will 
continue to use every precaution regardless 
ofexpense. The question of the hour is, what 
to do with the condition of things as it exists 
now? Insulated wires, like everything else in 
this world, become dilapidated in time. A 
vast number of those han ing over the 
streets and housetops of New Tork to- 
day are in bad condition; so are many 
telegraph, telephone and all sorts of iron 
wires. Itis wasting valuable time to try and 
find out which are the worst. It is equally 
foolish to cut wires down by the wholesale. 
Undoubtedly His Honor, Mayor Grant, is 
much irritated by the apparent lack of 

rogress which is being made, but it Is as use- 
ess for him to tell Electrical Expert Wheeler 
that he is responsible for this loss of life as it 
would be for that at present much over- 
worked gentlemen to try to personally inspect 
every wire in this great city. 

Our Board of Electrical Oontrol has, un- 
fortunately, been so formed as notto win the 
confidence ofthe electric interests, nor for 
that matter of the public In general. If this 
board were composed of men of experience 
and knowledge in electrical work, and 
equipped with every facility for the proper 

ction of wires and inforcement com- 
prehensive rules, the risks could de 
greatly lessened.

The Baltimore and Richmond newspa 
do not seem to have lost any of their faith in 
electric railroads despite the trouble e ri- 
enced in those cities. That would indicate 
that the trouble was not with the system and 
isthe best evidence that can be secured in 
tnese particular cases. At Baltimore the horse 
car companies are denounced forthe poor 
service they have been giving the people and 
the agitation for electric ro is becoming 
more interesting every day. 

On May 21 an electric street railway went 
into operation in Bangor, Me., with two and 
one-half miles of track and four cars. Sev- 
eral new cars were put on during the summer, 
and the business of the road is still growing. 
The net earnings up to October 1 were $6,561.60, 
which is sufficient to pay a full year’s interest 
($4,200) on the bonds of the company and 
leave a surplus of $2,361.60. Several miles of 
additional track are to be laid and the rolling 
stock further increased. The cars are ope- 
rated from overhead wires. 


Gas vs. Electric Light. 


Acable dispatch from London says:: A 
long and bitter fight is promised before the 
electric light comes to be generally adopted 
in London. Gas is cheap and of fair quality, 


and the companies appear to be actuated by a 
desire to deal bonestly with their patrons, 
which does not always characterize those of 
other countries. An immense capital is in- 
vested in gas plants, and the conservative 
nature of the tradesmen and householders 
generally will prevent the speedy adoption of 
an untried system. The widest circulation is 
given to all accounts of fires attributable to 
electric light wires; and the horrible deaths 
which have ocurred in American cities from 
the same cause lately lost — ot their 
terrors when commented upon by certain

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RECOLLECTIONS OF A VISIT MADE TO IT IN 
1851. 


The Social and Military Condition at That 
Time— The Emperer sculouge — The 
Beautiful Situation. of Port-au-Prince— 
Method of Transportation—The Unique 
Uniforms of the Officers—The Religious 
Customs and Observances. 


Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Dier Aron. 

| OWLING along, with 
flowing sheets and a 
comparatively 
smooth sea, before 
the steady trade 
winds—which blow 
from the northeast 
to the southwest, 
varying but a te 
points of the com- 
pass at any time—we 
had a delightful 
passage. The mo- 
notony of ship-life 
had been relieved by 
the sight of other 
vessels and steam- 
ers, an occasional 
spouting whale, schools of porpoise and dol- 
phin, the lovely little cuttle fish (called littie 
men of war), sharks and flying fish, the latter 
occasionally fouled with the rigging or salle 
and dropped on deck, and the pretty little 
pilot fish, which kept at the bow for hundreds 
of miles, made a pleasing variety. The 
sailors occupied a portion of their leisure in 
attempts to spear the dolphins that came near 
or in fruitiess efforts to catch the little pilot 
fish with the grain, a combination 
of several lances in one, almost like 


a double Neptune’s trident; or endeavoring . 


to capture the wary shark with a large iron 
hook, baited with a ten-pound piece of salt 
pork, orin feeding the gulls that gracefully 
flew about the ship. The atmosphere was a 
pleasant contrast to the chill winter fogs of 
Old England, from which we had sailed with a 
cargo of assorted merchandise for St. Thomas 
and Port-au-Prince. 

We sighted and passed Antigua, receiving 
from a floating pediar a liberal supply of 
freshly plucked fruit, which had been allowed 
to ripen on the trees, and some crocuses and 
yams. The latter is the king ot vegetables, 
sometimes attaining the size of ordinary 
pumpkins, and when well baked Is white as 
the driven snow,“ and, mealy as the finest 
potato, and when served with good butter 
and a little salt is a most palatable food. 

We arrived at St. Thomas and remained 
there a week to discharge a part of our cargo, 
which, owing tothe shallowness of the water 
near the shore, had to be done in the long 
boat and lighters. The island had been re- 
cently visited by a terrible hurricane, and the 
wrecks of many vessels were strewn upon the 
shores of the harbor and lying on the bottom, 
with the masts of some and portions of the 
hulls ofothers above the surface. The de- 
molished buildings had just been rebuilt, and 
our arrival was timely and welcome as the in- 
habitants were in 

NEED OF THE MERCHANDISE 
we had brought. We spent a few days ashore, 
enjoying for the first time the delights ofa 
tropic clime and hospitality. The population 
was made up of all nationalities, the mer- 
chants being @ very intelligent class of men. 
The city and island were garrisoned by a 


regiment of Danish infantry and several bat- 
terles of artillery added to the liveliness of 
the scene. 

Wesaid good-by to St. Thomas and sailed 
for Port-au-Prince, accompanied by a few 
titled passengers, one of them a Marquis; a 
highly cultured mulatto, educated in Europe. 
The acquaintance which resulted from 


on 
the island, and is, in 3 a well-protected 


loop of a spacious Day. Ite fortunate south- 
westerly shelter saves it from the ravages of 
the southwesterly cyciones. The hiiis grad- 
ually slope upwards to the mountains several 
milesin the rear and are studded with rich 
tropical foliage and towering aks, forming 
an admirabie background to the picturesque 
city and harbor of varied, shif scenes of 
marine architecture. 

The fins of sharks above the water are dis- 
cernible all day and on clear nights as well; 
and from the pebbly beach,the decks of ships, 
the full forms of the monsters are plainly 
visible. Afall overboard is almost certain 
death, and many unfortunate ‘‘tollers of the 
deep’’ have disappeared from comrades, re- 
latives and the world by this terrible scourge 
of the sea. 

A giance satisfied us that our field of obser- 
vation wasa much targer one than at St. 
Thomas, and we were pleased to learn that 
our stay would be protracted, owing toa 
scarcity of coffee in storage (which we were 
to take to the continent oh our return pass- 
age), and were to wait for the new crop to ar- 
rive from other parts of the island. What a 
paradise for youth. Oranges, large 
and luscious, 25 cents per 100; 
choice pineapples, two for 5 cents; sour sops 
at your own price, and plantains and banan- 
nas. from 15 to 2% cents per bunch. What a 
temptation to a healthy boy of 14—all caution 
thrown to the dogs; gormandizing indulged 
in to repletion; sickness the result. 

As soon as 

A SHIP’S PAPERS 

are examined and passed upon by the health 
and customs officials a contract is immedi- 
ately made with aresident physician, gener- 
ally recommended by the consignee, to care 
tor the health of the crew during the ship’s 
stay in port. Ours chosen was a Spaniard of 
the old school, with a knowledge of materia 
medica confined to perhaps a dozen remedies 
contained in a saddle bag. But, Oh my. 
That little lance; what importance and 
efficacy he ascribed to it. We had fever; blood 
must flow, and flow it did, until our well 
rounded muscular limbs became as flabby as a 
wet mop . We were taken ashore to the 
residence of the chief engineer of the Gov- 
ernment, a friend of the family. His wife, a 
gentie, beautiful Creole of Louisiana French 
extraction, proved a tender mother in her in- 
terest and care. Soon we were about again 
with as much gest as ever, but a trifle more 
cautious. The family had a son about our 
own age, who proved a boon companion, and 
a lovely daughter. 

Horses were very scarce, but diminutive 
mules were in abundance. They were used 
for riding by — all classes, and we re- 
member a funny ineldent which occurred 
when making a call onatitied nabob. The 
mules were trained to respond to French 
commands. By some misunderstanding we 

ad mistaken the order to go for that to stop. 

ben we arrived at the Duke’s mansion the 
family was seated on the veranda.

condititions are favorable,to evolute to higher 
planes. The residents of rt-an-Prince and 
vicinity at that time were largely Roman 
Catholic. We were there during the religious 
festivais, and witnessed some (to us) very 
new and novel sights. They had altars in the 
middle of the oreo. and performed their 
devotions oa their knees, in the 
dust. Woe betide the luckless bystanders 
who failed to take off their hats or show some 
sign of devotion. Two of us while strolling 
around one evening at twilight stopped to 
watch them. We omitted to remove our hats 
or bend the knee; the result—we were stoned 
and chased. Though cut and bruised, the 
speed we attained would have done credit toa 
champion athlete. We reached a boat-landing 
with a howling mob in too close proximity for 
An English frigate’s pinnacle,

stone steps to give it a more imposing ap- 
pearance. (All the buildings were constructed 
with a view to offer the least possible resist- 
ance to the frequent cyliciones which occur at 
certain seasons of the year.) We thought 
another riot was in progress, for the crowd of 
soldiers and clyilians, male and female, were 
rushing up and down the steps and pounding 
the doors and walis, making a horribie noise. 
We were mapping outa line of retreat, when 
the ship’s doctor, who was passing, explained 
that they were driving Judas Iscariot out of 
the church and from the presence of the Lord. 


The island is very productive, capable of

It isto be hoped that thirty-eight years of 
even slow evolution have paved the way fora 
more substantial government for Hayti. Per- 
haps Hypolite combines the necessary execu- 
tive qualities and —.— courage to resist 
meddling foreign intrigues, and that a long 
period of peace and prosperity may prove the 
possibility of the negro race to govern and 
obey as well as the white races.

THE BURNING-OIL ORDEAL. 
. 


4 Barbareus and Cruel Mustom Practiced ia 
Recently the District Judge at Kelutara, in 


Ceylon, according to the London Times, had 
before him three persons, including a village 
headwan, charged with causing griev- 
ous hurt to four others by ro- 
quiring them to plunge their right hands 
into a caldron of boiling oil. The medi- 


cal evidence described the hands ag being in 
‘‘asodden, suppurating condition, the fin- 
gers being in some cases deformed. In all 
cases the injured persons were unable to fol- 
low thelr ordinary avocations for about a 
month. The facts of the case, as stated in the 
judgment, were these: 

A woman in the village had some plumbago 
and rice stolen from her; a headman made in- 
quiry, and, failing to obtain a clue to the thefs, 
announced that it would be necessary on the 
third dav to hold an ordeal by boiling 


oil. This appears to be a not un- 
common custom in remote parts of 
the country, and the formalties are as 


follows: Some oilfrom newly-gatnered king 
cocoanuts is manufactured by one of the 
of the complainants; this is poured into a cal- 
dron and heated to boiling point. Each of the 
suspected parties is supposed to dip his hand 
into the vessel of boiling oll, and is at liberty to 
sprinkle as much of the hot oil as he brings up 
with his fingers on the person of the complain- 
ant, who stands close at hand. Any exciama- 
tion of pain on the part of the suspected per- 
son is construed ipto an admission of guilt. 
It no such exclamation is made the inno- 
cence of the party is supposed to be getab- 
lished. 

In the present case the evidence established 
that the pressure on the accused was not 
merely moral; they were forced to dip their 
hands in the burning oll. No force ap- 

ears vo have been used 7 

ringing them to the scene of the 
ordeal; they collected there in respons 
orders of the beadman, who, seated on a 
form opposite the vessel of oil, appears to 
have acted asthe Presiding Judge. Each of 
the complainants deposed to the fact that 
they were reluctant to submit to the ordeal, 
tage were forcibly dragged up to the caldron 


y the other two accused and their 
hands plunged into the boiling oil. 
They had sufficient self-control to 


abstain from calling out, except a boy of 17, 
who cried out lustily, and was thereupon pro- 
nounced the guilty one. The Judge took the 
fact that it was a custom into account, but re- 

used to dismiss the prisoners with a warning 
as suggested by their counsel. He fined them 
100 rupees each, with the alternative of rigor- 
ous imprisonment for ten months.

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The Columbus Celebration to Exceed Its 


Way—tThe Crystal Palace—World’s Fairs 
at London, Paris and Philadelphia. 


HE subject of inter- 
national fairs is of 
greater interest af the 
present time to citi- 
zens of St. Louis, and 
in fact to all citizens 
of the. United States, 
than almost any other. 
Within afew. months 
the location of the 
great quadricentennial 
celebration of the dis. 
covery of the Western 
continent will be the subject of careful con- 
sideration and sharp rivalry on the floor ot 
Congress, and the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the four great cities competing for 
the coveted prize, will be set forth with all 
the vigor and eloquence that advocacy and 


and rivalry can command. That 
the coming World’s Fair will be 
by far the grandest, most instructive and 


most attractive of any that have ever taken 
place does not admit of adoubt, and the in- 
terest which is already displayed in every 
State in the Union and on both sidesof the 
ocean is proof positive that the display of the 
arts and industries of every nation on the 
globe will be on a scale of unparalleled mag- 
nificence and completeness. That St. 
Loulsans should feel an especial interest 
in everything pertaining to international ex- 
positions is natural, in view of the fact that 
the probabilities are that the greatest World’s 
Falr ever held will be opened in this city in 
the year 1892. 
FAIRS AND EXPOSITIONS. 

International expositions belong almost as 

exclusively to modern times as the railroad or 


the telegraph. Great fairs to which the 
products of immense districts and 
many nations were brought have 
existed since the mediwvat times, 


the annual Fair at Leipzig, Saxony, and that 
at Nijni-Novgorod, Russia, being the largest 
and most characteristic. But these were 
bazaars, and in no sense expositions. 
The goods displayed were simplay brought 
for sale, and the competitive element which is 
the salient characteristic of the modern gath- 
erings was entirely lacking. No attempt at 
cbaracteristic exhibition of the industries 
and products of any country or district was 
attempted, the sole object of those partici- 
pat ing being to find buyers for their commod- 
ities or goods to supply their wants. 
ENGLAND FIRST IN THE FIELD. 

To England is due the credit of originating 
and putting into practice the idea of an Ex- 
position in the modern acceptance of the 
term. In 1761, the Society of Arts determined 
to make an attempt to improve the models of 
agricultural implements and machinery of 
various kinds, and to afford those interested 
in the manufacture and use of such 
appliances an 3 — of learning 
what others had accomplished in the same 
line. A number of prizes were thereiore 
offered, and a display which at the time was 
considered wonderful was the result. The in- 
significance of this Exposition as compared 
with those of recent times may be appre- 
ciated when it is known that the rooms of the 
society furnished all the space required. 
Napoleon I. in 1788, attempted to overthrow 
the commercial supremacy of England 
te a series of national expositions. 

e offered prizes at various points in France 
to the exhibitors who should * fabrics, 
machinery and inventions that would replace 
articles produced in England, and supplant 
that country in the markets of the worid. 
From this time on exhibitions took place 
every ten or fifteen years, but all were rather 
national than international in their character. 

THE CRYSTAL PALACE.

It was composed entirely of iron and glass— 
a novel idea, but one admirably adapted to 
the purpose, as its great success proved—not 
„architectural, according to Kuskin, per- 
haps, who insiste that nothing which is the 
work of machinery can be called architecture, 
and, leastof all, structures where iron takes 
tne place of stone; but, architecture or no 
architecture, it was the success of the century 
The Queen, attended by Prince Albert opened 
the Exposition in person,and multitudes came 
flocking from the four corners of the earth to 
the first World’s Fair. Queens, princes, 
nobles, peasants from Germany and ance, 
Tartars of the Stsppes, Circassians, Turks, 
Chinese and Japanese, an assemblage unique 
in the history of civilization 

The opening of the Crystal Palace,the read- 
mess with which ail nations joined in the en- 
terprise, and the spirit of friendship exhibited 
by the different peoples participating led to 
the belief that it was the harbinger of peace 
on earth, and it was commonly spoken of as 
the peace exposition. This title was soon 
— 9 as within ten years four bloody wars 
took piace, the Crimean conflict, the Indian 
mutiny, the French-Italian war and the war 
of the rebelilion. 

THE FIRST AMERICAN DISPLAY. 

The success attending the Crystal Palace 
led to the first World's Falr ever held on the 
Western Continent. In 1852 the United States 
determined to make an attempt in the same 
line, and on Reservoir Square in New York 
City abuilding in design much resembling the 
Orystal Palace, but smaller in dimensions, was 
erected. At that time the United States made
